THREE WAITERS UNDER ARREST, 


It was a well elaborated conspiracy, and if 
it had not been frustrated three robbers would 
have succeeded in securing nearly $700 eariy 

rday morning in the boarding-house of 
Mrs. Maggie Heinzling, No. 128 Eighteenth 
street. A late card party at the Calumet club 
interfered with the scheme, however, and one 
of the robbers, Frank Skinner, said to be a 
waiter at the Chicago Oyster-House, is now 
lying in the Cottage Grove Avenue Station 
with a bullet in his body. His companions, 
Charles Armstrong, a waiter at the Calumet 
club, and Frank Rice, a waiter employed at 
the Boston Oyster- House, share a neighboring 


cell. 

The men confessed yesterday afternoon the 
full details of a plan torob Louis Culver, the 
steward of the Calumet club, who rooms in 
the house mentioned. Culver as the steward 
of the club frequently carried large amounts 
of money. Saturday night he had $700. A 
knowledge of this it was, beyond 
question, that led the three men to 
make a desperate attempt to commit 
robbery. Armstrong, who was familiar with 
Culver’s actions, lives in the same house. He 
is looked upon as the leader of the trio, and it 
was he who secreted Skinner and Rice in the 
house Saturday night. Had Culver returned 
at an earlier hour and retired as usual the 
plan would probably have been a success, as 
the men had concealed themselves in a closet 
in his room, and it was only their fright that 
discovered them to Culver when he reached 
home at 2:30 in the morning. Seeing them- 
selves discovered the two robbers threw them- 
selves upon the steward, but the cries of the 
latter easily frightened the men, and it was 
while making a desperate attem pt to escape 
from the house that Skinner was shot by J. 
H. Graham, a boarder. 

Had a Koom in the House. 

Armstrong secured a room in the house 
some time ago for the purpose, it is thought, 
of robbing Culver. He was not admitted to 
the place at first, and it was not until he re- 
ferred to Culver that Mrs. Heinzling rented 
him an apartment. He then secured a room 
adjoining that occupied by Culver and prob- 
ably selected Saturday night as the one best 
suited to an attempt upon the valuables of the 
steward, who, in addition to considerable 
money, was known to have a fine gold watch 
and an excellent wardrobe. 

Some time late Saturday evening Arm- 
strong met Skinner and Rice, and at 4 favor- 
able moment surreptitiously introduced them 
Shortly before midnight Rice 


remain concealed until he 
sleep. Then the men 
were to steal quietly out, rifle his pockets, and 
escape. Armstrong was to take no part ia the 
active work but to appear among the startled 
guests the next morning and join with Culver 
in bemoaning his loss. 

Culver was detained at the club, however, 
and the men became restless. Several visits 
were made to Armstrong’s room and in pass- 
ing the time Skinner found a room from 
which the occupant was absent. He selected 
a new Prince Albert coat, and discarding the 
one he wore donned the new garment. Then 
the men made a tour of the house and un- 
locked all the doors that might interfere with 
their escape. Unfortunately for them they 
could not arrange to leave the front door 
open, and it was because of this fact that they 
were caught. 

Culver had only entered his room when the 
men made a movement and he called out to 
know who was there. As he did so he started 
toward the closet in which the men were.con- 
cealed. They threw open the door and made 


r ruh for him, but Culver was not taken un- 


awares. He called lustily for help as Skinner 

and Rice closed upon him. A struggle began, 

but it lasted but a few minutes, When the 

two men heard assistance coming they re- 

leased their victim and ran for the stairway. 
His Aim Was Good. 

Reachmg it they were rapidly making their 
escape when Mr. Graham arrived on the scene. 
He had a large revolver ready for action. The 
two men had reached the front door and were 
making atiempts to open it when Graham 
leveled his revolver and fired. 

An exclamation of pain followed the shot 
and Mr. Graham discharged two more bullets 
in the direction of the struggling men, at the

Thief Caught in a South Side Coal Office— 
Other House-Breakers Locked Up. 

Sergt. Prim of the Cottage Grove Avenue

TOOK FOUR HIGHWAYMEN AT ONCE, 


Officers Just in Time to Prevent a Robbery 
and Make a Capture, 

As John Thompson of No. 3206 Fifth 
avenue and a friend were passing through the 
alley leading from Wentworth avenue to La 
Salle street, between Twenty-second and 
Twenty-third streets, at 6 o’clock last night, 
they were set upon by four men. Thompson 
and hia friend made a valiant resistance. 
Their cries for help brought officers Homer,

Street Station to their assistance. The four. 


highwaymen were arrested and taken to the 
Twenty-second Street Station, where they 
gave their names as John Martin, John Con- 
nor, John Jones, and John Sullivan.

Found with His Skull Fractured. 

Yesterday morning at 8 o'clock Frank Detold 
of No. 416 West Eighteenth street found John 
Sepek lying unconscious in front of the Bohemian 
school-house on West Eighteenth street. He was 
lying face downward upon the sidewalk, and the 
back of his head was covered with clotted blood 
from two ugly wounds, Detold notified the po- 
lice and Sepek was taken to his home, No. 86 
Clayton street. It was found that the back of his 
skull was fractured in two places, The wounds 
had the appearance of having been caused bya 
blow from a blunt instrument in the hands of 
some one who had attacked Sepek from behind. 
The assailant had evidently been frightened 
away before he could secure Sepek’s watch and a 
smallsum of money which wasin his vest pocket. 
Sepek did not regain consciousness last night and 
the police were unable to gain any clew to his 
assailant. 


Another Charge Against Durfee. 

H. E. Bandall, a saloonkeeper at the corner of 
Wood and Lake streets, filed a charge of robbery 
last evening against the famous Phil Durfee, who 
is now confined at the West Chicago Avenue 
Station awaiting trial on three simiJar charges. 
Yesterday an old woman, who knew him when he 
was 7 years old, and lived with his parents at 
Pine and Illinois streets, called to see him and 
brought along pictures of Durfee’s father and 
mother. When the pictures were shown him 
he cried. His father is dead, but his mother still 
lives. His caller yesterday told him many little 
stories of his boyhood days and the noted crimi- 
nal listened attentively to them. 


SHOT HIM IN THE LEFT ELBOW. 


North Side Neighbors Quarrel Over a Trifle 
with Sefious Results. 

Andrew B. Greenshield, No. 1043 North 
Ciark street, and Thomas F. Hull, his next 
door neighbor, became involved in a serious 
broil over a trivial matter yesterday. 

Both have been laying in their winter’s sup- 
ply of coal. By an accident some of it was 
strewn on the steps leading to Mr. Hull’s resi- 
dence, and yesterday morning when the two 
neighbors met he criticised Greenshield 
sharply for carelessness. 

“Wait a minute and let me explain,“ said 
Greenshield. 

There's nothing to explain that I see, re- 
plied Hull. 

Angry words followed, and Hull, drawing a 
revolver, fired at Greenshield. The latter 
threw up his left arm to defend his head and 
face, and the bullet entered below the elbow. 
Greenshield struck Hull twice in the face with 
his right fist, knocking him down, and then 
went into his own house, where the wound was 
dressed. It will not prove serious. Green- 
shield is a marricd man, and is discount clerk 
in the State National Bank. 

Hull surrendered himself at the Halsted

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BREAK FOR LIBERTY. 


TWENTY GIRLS ESOAPE FROM THE 
ERRING WOMAN'S REFUGE. 


They Take Advantage of the Superintend- 
ent’s Excitement During a Small Fire 
in the Engine-Room of the Home—One 
of Them Gets Her Keys and Opens a 
Way to Freedom—The Police Capture 
Five of the Runaways — Mra. Woods 
Talks of the Affair. 

Mrs. Helen M. Woods, superintendent of 
the Erring Woman's Refuge. No. 5024 Indiana 
avenue, will not leave her keys on the office 
table at the home again very soon, even if the 
building is on fire. She did so last night, and 
as a result fifteen of the girls under her charge 
managed to escape during the excitement 
caused by a blaze in the boiler-room. There 
was a panic for a short time, and when the 
door had been unlocked by one of the girls 
ail the inwhtes rushed cut. However, when 
commanded by the superintendent to return 
they did so, with the exception of the follow- 
ing fifteen, for whom the police are now 
searching: 

Euna Hennings, Nellie Brennan, Carrie Oleson, 
Maude Hanford, Minnie Waters, Ida Johnson, 
Nellie Weber, Hattie Mindrols, Emma Derringer, 
Jessie Rusher, Agnes Magill, Georgia Williams, 
Annie Van Dyke, Jennie Pierce, and Alla Breidel. 

There are four wings to the building and as 
many entrances. The doors are always kept 
locked, and when the cry of fire resounded 
through the halls Mrs. Woods hurried to 
look after the safety of her charges. 
In her haste she left her keys on a table in the 
office. While Mrs. Woods was giving orders 
to the attendants one of the girlie slipped 
into the office and taking the keys 
made a rush for the door. 
To unlock it and dash into the street was the 
work of but a moment. About twenty other 
girls and women followed the example of 
their companion and made a rush for liberty. 
Nobody molested them in their flight. They 
were not missed until after the fire had been 
put out by the firemen. 

Five of the Girls Captured, 

Then it was that Mrs. Wood found her keys 
on the floor, near the main door. Although 
she was much excited over the fire, 
she saw at a glance that some 
of the girls were missing. The police were 
notified, and within a half hour five of the 
runaways were brought back by the police. 

Had the fire occurred at any other hour a 
loss of life might have resulted from a panic. 
At 8 o’clock each Sunday evening it is cus- 
tomary to have formal religious exercises in 
the chapel on the first floor. At 7:30, or a half 
hour before this formal meeting, which all 
must attend, there 1s a prayer-meeting at 
which attendance is not compulsory. Last 


evening these exercises were in charge of G. M. 


Cook of the South Park Congregational 
Church. Mr. Cook had just opened the pre- 
liminary meeting when the fire was discov- 
ered. About half the girls in the home were 
in the chapel. The others were scattered 
throughout the first floor, in the reception and 
general assembly room. Mrs. Woods, the Su- 
perintendent, was in her office on the first 


floor. 
Great Excitement Ensues. 


Mrs. Woods ran into the building near the 
fire. She had just left the office when one 
of the girls rushed in, secured the keys, 
and threw open the front doors. Mr. Cook 
ran from the building to give an alarin, and 
after him followed nearly all the girls. 
Once outside the building some of them at 
once scattered with the evident purpose 
of effecting an escape. This they did tempo 
rarily before Supt. Woods reached the front of 
the building. As soon as she detected this 
inclination she commanded all to follow her 
nearer to the building, and all but twenty at 
once did so. It was thought at first 
that all had returned, but as soon 
as the fire was extinguished and 
the roll was called it was found 
that twenty were missing. A list of these 
with a description of them was now given to 
the police who had been summoned and an 
extra detail of officers was put to work tracing 
those who had taken advantage of the fire to 
escape. Five were recovered. 

The majority of the inmates are sent to the 
home by charitable institutions. About one- 
third are sentenced by Justices of the Peace. 
Most of these are girls who run away from 
home. They are sent to the refuge for the 
purpose of showing them the folly of their 
ways. Every opportunity is given them to 
become self-supporting when they leave. 

The girls who are sent from the Jus- 
tice courts are called “court” girls, 
It was a court girl who snatched the Su- 
perintendent’s keys from the office table and 
those who followed her away from the home 
were ali court girls. They did not 
like the life which they were compelled to 
lead. It was not pleasant to them to rise at 
daybreak and retire early in the evening. 
Then it was irksome to thern to sew and cro- 
chet and study arithmetic and geography and 
be compelled to sit through two hours of 
gospel service every night. All these 
thoughts came to the court girl’s 
mind, and when she saw her opportunity 
she embraced it quickly enough. The 
other court girls went at breakneck pace 
after her. All of them were bareheaded and 
some of them were scantily attired. There 
was no time for dressing and those who had 
only slippers on their feet did not stop to put 
on shoes. 

Won't Give Her Name. 

Les, some of the girls ran away,“ said 
Mrs. Woods last night. One of them, 
the little snip, took my keys and un- 
locked the door. No, I won't give her name.” 

An hour after the fire was discovered every- 
thing was quiet in the institution. In the 
chapel, which is on the first floor, were some 
seventy girls singing hymus. They appeared 
perfectly contented, and did not seem to re- 
gret that they missed a chance to gain their 
liberty. . 

The fire amounted to little. It started in 
the boiler-room and is supposed to have been 
caused by an overheated steam pipe. The 
engineer had gone home for the night and be- 
fore the fire was discovered it had burned 
through one of the floors and scorched a 
spiral stairway leading to the basement. The 
Fire Department responded promptly to the 
call and had the blaze under control within 
— minutes. The damage will not exceed 


FLAMES DAMAGE TWO COTTAGES, 


Fire on Oakley Avenue—K nickerbocker Ice 
Company’s Barn Partly Burned. 

Yesterday morning at 1:40 o’clock tire was 
discovered in the one-story brick cottage at 
No. 3301 Oakley avenue, owned and occupied 
by Mrs. Sarah Tate. The building was dam- 
aged to the extent of $300. The loss on fur. 
niture was $50. The flames spread to the cot- 
tage adjoining, owned and occupied by Mrs. 
Olsen, whose loss is $50. All of the losses are 
covered by insurance. The cause of the fire 
is unknown. 

Fire from some unknown cause broke out 
yesterday morning in the barn of the Knick- 
erbocker Ice company at La Salle and Sixty- 
second streets. The blaze was extinguished 
with a loss of $1,000, 


Switch Shanty Burned.

Part of Cranford, N. J., Burned. 

Cranrorp, N. J., Dec. 4.—(Special.}—Most of 
the business part of this town was destroyed to- 
night. Eight buildings, with contents, were 
burned to the ground. The opera-house block 
was on fire, but the fire at this point was soon 
under control. The Westtield and Elizabeth fire 
departments sent assistance and the fire is now 
under control.

How the Story That Highwaymen Were at

Tes,“ he answered, last 
night on Maple avenue I was held up for six 
dollars.“ The friend doubted, but Green 
assured him it was straight goods.“ and the 
police have been troubled by inquiries about 
the affair ever since. 


SAY IT WAS ONLY A FRIENDLY GAME. 


Seven Men Indignant Because They Were 
Arrested on the Charge of Gambling. 

Seven highly indignant young men passed 
twolve hours of Sunday in cells at the Harri- 
son Street Police Station. They will tell their 
story to Justice Lyon at the Armory Police 
Court this morning. Said story in substance 
is to the effect that at 4 o’clock Sunday morn- 
ing they were in McLaughlin’s restaurant at 
No, 38 Van Buren street, where they had caten 
luncheon, shaking dice for cigars.

He then resided in Phila- 
delphia, where he was a clerk in a hardware 
store. He was afterward an inspectorin the 
Department of Public Works in New York. 
Maroney was the person referred to as Mel- 
ville in the dispatches sent to this country in

‘THEY WANT REVENGE. 


BOHEMIANS PREPARE TO PROSE- 
OUTE OPAVA’S SLAYER. 


> 


Money Will Be Raised to Employ a Law- 
yer to Aid the State’s-Attorney When 
Detective Valentine Is Arraigned for 
Murder—Strong Resolutions Passed in 
Which the Officer Is Referred To as an 
Assassin—Five Hundred People Attend 
the Meeting. 


Bitter language was used yesterday after- 
noon at a meetingof Bohemian citizens called 
to perfect plans for the prosecution of De- 
tective W. G. Valentine, who two weeks ago 
shot and killed Frank Opava, claiming that 
he was a burglar. It was resolved to raise a 
fund for the employment of a first-class law- 
yer to aid the State’s-Attorney, and the follow- 
ing resolutions were adopted, not one of the 
500 persons present casting a negative vote: 

WHEREAS, A young and promising member of 
the Marsal Radecky Veteran Association was 


stricken down in the prime of life by an assassin’s 
bullet; and 

WHEREAS, Frank Opava during his sojourn in 
this city always enjoyed the best of reputation as 
a respectable, industrious, and law-abiding citi- 
zen ; therefore, be it 

Kesolved, That we denounce in scathing terms his 
murder, the more so because of his being killed 
by an officer of this city, whose duty itis to de- 
fend and protect the lives and property of cit- 
— instead of ruthlessly destroying them. Be it 

rther 


Resolved, That we respectfully ask the sympathy 
of the public to aid us in the thorough investiga- 
tion of this matter, and to insist with us upon 
the just punishment of the offender; should he be 
proved guilty, and that we respectfully suggest to 
the police force that their time would be more 
profitably spent in checking the appalling ava- 
lanche of crime that is at present all over our 
city than in the reckless killing of peaceable and 
inoffensive citizens. 

Spirit of Quiet Determination. 

The meeting was held in National Hall, Cen- 
ter avenue and Eighteenth street, and was un- 
der the auspices of the Marsal Radecky Vet- 
eran Association, to which Opava, who was a 
Lieutenant in the Austrian army, belonged. 
He was one of the moving spirits in the urgan- 
ization and its members have interested all 
other Bohemian societies ih the movement to, 
as they term it, avenge his unwarrantable 
killing.” The societies represented at the 
gathering have several thousand members. A 
spirit of quiet determination pervaded the 
meeting, and though words were nut minced 
in telling of the killing, still abuse was care- 
fully avoided, Frank Filip, President of the 
Marsal Radecky Association, called the meet- 
ing to order and was subsequently chosen to 
preside. Adam Vrba acted as Secretary. Mr. 
Winternitz was the first speaker and was 
followed by Mr. Bachman and Mr. Molkup. 
They each told the story of the kill 
ing and pointed out the inconsistencies 
that exist between the stories told by Lizzie 
Sevela, the kitenen girl at the Presbyterian 
Hospital who was shortly to have become 
Opava’s wife, and that tola by Valentine. 

Other speakers advocated the raising of a 
fund of several thousand doliars to secure le- 
gal aid in the prosecution of Valentine. Al- 
though no money was subscribed then and 
there every one present declared his willing- 
nesss to aid in such a movement. A commite 
tee was appointed to look after this part of 
the movement, and its members will com- 
mence active work this week. 

Will Ask Public Subscriptions. 

An appeal for subscriptions will be pre 
pared and presented to the public. Those 
who have this part of the work in hand are 
Mr. Filip, Mr. Vana, Mr. Winternitz, Mr. 
Bradac, Mr. Halbrick, Mr. Liska, and Mr. 
Chochola, Several lawyers’ names were men- 
tioned, but the selection will be left in the 
hands of this committee. 

Part of the money raised will beused in 
making a thorough investigation of the kill- 
ing. Valentine claims that he saw two men 
trying the doors of Nos. 316 and 318 South 
Paulina street and otherwise acting in a sus- 
picious manner. He says he asked them 
what they were doing and they ran. Then, ac- 
cording to his story, one of the men, who he 


claims was Opava, turned on his tracks and | 


was again accosted by him, and giving an un- 
satisfactory and unintelligible answer was 
practically placed under arrest. After walk- 
ing twenty feet Valentine claims Opava struck 
him under the ear, knocking him against a 
fence, and started to run. Then it was that 
Valentine shot. This is the story told by the 
officer Monday. Sunday, the night of the 
killing, he claimed that when he halted Opava 
and asked him what he was doing Opava 
cursed hin in Knglish, struck him, and started 
torun. Opava’s friends say he could not 
speak English, that he was not one of the men 
Valentine claims to have seen around the 
houses on Paulina street, and that he was 
quietly walking homeward after taking Miss 
Sevela to the Presbyterian Hospital, ana that 
he was mistaken by Valentine for one of the 
men who ran away. 


EX-MAYOR CREGIER GETTING BETTER. 


His Condition Somewhat Improved and 
Hope Is Entertained for His Recovery. 
Ex-Mayor Cregier is still alive, with a pos- 

sibility of recovery, though still dangerously 

ill. 

Yesterday forenoon he was low, quite rest- 
less, and had frequent attacks of coughing. 
It was feared by the physicians and relatives 
that his death might occur at any minute. 

Just before noon his symptoms were less 
dangerous, and his breathing more regular. 
At 1 o’clock he fell into a peaceful slumber 
which lasted a little over an hour, and for the 
rest of the afternoon his improved condition 
gave good cause to hope for his ultimate re- 
covery. Dr&. Henry Hooper and V. L. Hurl- 
burt have been in consultation several times, 
and last evening the latter gave it as his 
opinion that Mr. Cregier might pull through, 
as he had considerable vitality. The respira- 
tion of the patient last evening at 5:30 was 28, 
pulse 100, and temperature 99. 

Many friends and brother Masons called 
yesterday and last evening, all making kindly 
inquiries as to the condition of the patient, 
expressing their regard in strong terms, 
coupled with an earnest desire for his restora-

Decision for Chicago in the 
Lake-Front Case. 


THE OPINION DUE TODAY. 


Supreme Court More than Sus- 
tains Justice Harlan. 


HARBOR PUBLIC PROPERTY. 


Utter Defeat for the Illinois Central 
Railroad. 


HAS NOTHING BUT A FRANCHISE, 


Chicago will be in possession of its own by 
Jan. 1, 1898. It will before that time have its 
title to the Lake-Front confirmed in accord- 
ance with the forthcoming decision of the 
Supreme Court. 

The statement made in Tan Tuo a 
month ago that the majority ef the court had 
decided in favor of the city in the litigation 
between it and the Illinois Central will soon 
be shown to have been correct in every par- 
ticular. The railroad corporation would be 
better off if it had never appealed from the 
decision of Justice Harlan in the Circuit 
Court. The Supreme Court not only affirms all 
that Justice Harlan gave the city, but it goes 
further’ in limiting the acquired rights of 
the railroad in wharves, slips, piers, and 
structures constructed by itin the waters of 
Lake Michigan. It does not, as the counsel 
for the City of Chicago asked, declare these a 
nuisance, but it required a determination to 
show whether they have not encroached on 
the harbor. . 

Broadly stated, the decision of the Supreme 
Court, which will probably be handed down 
today, denies absolutely ary fee of the Illinois 
Central in the submerged lands and vests it in 
the City of Chicago for public use. In other 
words, the railroad has mérely a franchise in 
its right of way, while the city owns the Lake- 
Front. This is the nub of all the complicated 
litigation which has been going on in the 
courts for ten years. And that this fee is 
vested in the city is asserted by the court in 
the most sweeping terms. Iu its tind. 
ing it gets down to “rock bot 
tom,” and asserts the right of the 
public to the use of the outer harbor in con- 
tradiction of the claim of the railroad com- 
pany to operate that harbor as an appendage 
to its railroad business. 

Railroad Could Not Prove Ownership, 

The court seems to be of the opinion that 
public policy alone forbids turning over to a 
railroad corporation a harbor whose area is 
three times as much as that included in the 
famous docks and basins at Liverpool, and is, 
as counsel told the court, more than the im- 
preved harbor facilities of any port in the 
world, But the decision is not based on any 
general question of public policy. It is ; 
founded on the direct inability of the Illinois 
Central to show to the satisfaction of the

The contention of the company under which 
it would have the exclusive right to construct 
docks, wharves, and piers, and make other im- 
provements in the harbor is summarily re- 
jected by the court. Its grasp upon the com- 
merce of the city and of the entire lakes is 
loosened. 

This affirmation of the ownership Of Chica- 
go of the Lake-Front and its control over the 
commerce of the harbor includes the perpet- 
ual injunction against the Illinois Central 
erecting structures or filling in the bed of 
Lake Michigan east or in front of the grounds 
now occupied and used by it between the Chi- 
cago River and the center line of Sixteenth 
street. This completely establishes the 
authority of the city and leaves it free to con- 
clude its World’s Fair arrangements without 
interference by the railroad company. 

The decision is necessarily along one. The 
complications to be unraveled are infinite, yet 
on the main question the fee of the City of 
Chicago in the Lake-Front in trust for the 
public use there is not so much discussicn. 
To the court that seemed clearer than some of 
the side issues growing out of the occupancy 
of the Lake-Front by the Illinois Central. 
Methods have been prescribed for determining 
just what ownership the railroad has in the 
piers, wharves, etc., which have been erected 
by it, so that in future its relations with the 
city will be exactly defined. 

Five Justices Favor Chicago’s Claim. 

It is stated that the opinion has been pro- 
pared by one of the senior Justices who has 
for years been looked on as an authority m 
litigation affecting corporate interests. He 
has at all stages had the benefit of advice 
from his associates, who think the decimon 
will be an important one in the line of prece- 
dents. When a hint of the leanings of the 
court were first given the understanding was 
that the Justices stood 4to 3in favor of Chi- 
cago, Chief Justice Fuller and Justice Blatch- 
ford not having sat in the case. But whatever 
the orginal predilections of the Justices, it can 
now be stated that there are at least 
five of them, or an actuai majority of 
the entire court, who concur in the 
opinion that Chicago owns the Lake- 
Front. Justice Harlan’s findings in favor of 
the city are sustained at every point. 
only doubt thrown on any of the findings in 
the decree he rendered in the Circuit Court 
are those in which he “ saved,” as the legal 
phrase is, certain rights to the Illinois Cen- 
tral. 

No one probably knows just how many 
million dollars are involved in the decision, 
though the railroad officials might give a good 
guess.

‘ INTERESTING CASES AT MADISON. 


Two Indian Murderers and an Embezzler 
to Be Tried This Week. 

Mapison, Wis., Dec. 4.—[Special.]—At the 
session of the United States District Court, 
commencing in this city Dec, 6, Judge Bunn 
will hear a number of interesting cases, among 
which are those of two Chippewa Indian mur- 
derers, Moneypenny and Kozine, and the case 
of William S. Holmes, an embezzling Deputy 
United States Internal Revenue Collector. The 
two Indians are now lodged in the Dane 
County Jail. They were brought here from 
Ashland and are charged with the murder of 
an old Indian, Boneash, and his squaw. They 
were tried in the Circuit Court at Ash- 
land, but it was decided that the crime was 
com mitted on go ment land, thus throwing 
the case into the United States Court. The 
crime was committed Sept. 25 on a river in 
the Oneida Reservation, where the accused 
lived, and it is said that the deed was 
prompted by a desire on the part of Kozine, 
who is 70 years old, to possess the squaw of 
Boneash. Moneypenny, who is a nephew of 
Kozine, and about 35 years old, is charged 
with being an accomplice. Kozine has had 
five wives and all but one have mysteriously 
disappeared. Moneypenny was arrested two 
years ago for stabbinga man to death. He 
managed to escape on a plea of self-defense. 

Wilhkam S. Holmes is 52 years old. He was 
Deputy United States Revenue .Collector for 
the Western District of Wisconsin at La 
Crosse. He has a family of several children 
and a wife and he gave his chiidren advan- 
tages that his salary of $1,000 would not 
allow. He began by taking small sums from 
his government collections until he was hope- 
lessly in debt, but he was ashamed to admit it to 
any of his friends. Internal Revenue Collector 
Rogers discovered the crookedness and was 
obliged to bring the embezzler to justice, 
Officers took the man at Albion, Neb., and 
brought him to Madison. He was arraigned 
before the United States District Court here, 
the indictment against him comprising some 
twenty counts, charging him with appro- 

riating to his own use sums of money col- 
ected by him from brewing houses and other 
establishments at La Crosse, the sums vary- 
ing from small amounts to $50, and amount- 
ing in all to over $600. He was found guilty 
and placed in $5,000 bonds to appear at tho 
December term of court. His friends would 
willingly have gone his bail, but he was too 
proud to ask assistance. 


CHICAGO’S “ HELLO” TO ST. PAUL. 


Belief That the Two Cities Will Soon Be 
Connected by Telephone. 

Sr. Paul, Minn., Dec. 4.—[Special. |—The 
next step in the St. Paul telephone service, it 
is believed, will be to establish communica- 
tion with Chicago. Already the people in this 
city are enabled to converse easily with cities 
and villages in every corner of Minnesota 
through a public station established here a 
few days agc. A reporter today talked with- 
out difficulty with Anoka and Stillwater, dis- 
tant, respectively, forty and eighteen miles. 
Manager Joyce said: It is all due to the im- 
proved instrument and the metallic circuit, 
which means the use of two wires 
instead of one. The instrument is so 
constructed as to bring ail the 
waves of sound into play. In talking through 
the ordinary instrument most of the sound 
waves are carried off. This is the same kind 
of an instrument now being used by the Amer- 
ican Telephone company which operates the 


12 line between Chicago and New York. In

COMMITS SUICIDE THROUGH POVERTY 


A Restaurant-Keeper at Seymour, Ind., 
Shoots Himself at His Wife's Side. 

Sermovur, Ind., Dec. 4.—[Special. ]}—James 
T. Young, aged 41 years, killed himself last 
night. Young had been keeping a restaurant 
for some time, but business was dull, and 
having numerous bills coming due he became 
despondent. Last night, in company with 
several friends, he talked about his poverty 
and the hardships his family had to 
undergo. After walking about the streets 
until 10:30 he went home and sat down by the 
stove and began to talk to his wife about the 
trouble he had to keep sou! and body together. 
About 11 o’clock they retired, but Mr. Young 
gotup in afew minutes and going into the 
restaurant he got a revolver, and returning tu 
the bed he asked his wife to kiss him, and at 
the same time he pulled the trigger and the 
bullet entered his breast. Physicians were 
immediately summoned, but the work had 
been done, and he died in a few minutes. He 
leaves a wife and three children in destitute 
circumstances.

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MRS. STONE’S MURDER. 


MATTHEW R. ASHTON UNDER N- 
DIOTMENT AT JANESVILLE. 


Circumstantial Evidence That He Took 
Her Life, Then Placed Her Body in a 
Cistern to Conceal His Crime—Progress 
of the Investigation—Story of an Indiana 
Boy Who Was Stolen and Badly Treat- 
ed by the Gypsies — Consolidation of 
Northwestern Flax Mills. 

Janzsvitte, Wis., Dec. 4.—|Special. ]— 
Charged with the murder of Mrs. Daniel 
Stone June 6 last, Matthew R. Ashton was ar- 
rested in the Town of Fulton, ten miles from 
here, Friday night. He was placed in jail here 
and brought before Judge Bennett yesterday 
morning, the grand jury now in session having 
returned an indictment against him Friday. 
He appeared nervous and turned pale when 
the Judge asked him if he had anything to 
say. He pleaded not guilty, and was ad- 
mitted to bail in bonds of $10,000. Daniel 
Stone, husband of the murdered woman, and 
Henry Whittaker signed his bond.“ 

Ashton is now at his home in Fulton. He 
takes the matter coolly and his story simply 
deepens the mystery. District-Attorney Will- 
iam Wheeler is scouring the country for evi- 
dence, which so far is purely circumstantial, 
but decidedly against Ashton. Mr. Wheeler 
said tonight the murder of Mrs. Stone is the 
most sensational and mysterious that has ever 
been knowa here since Mr. and Mrs. Henry 
Search were found dead at their home last 
April. 

Daniel Stone was mysteriously assaulted in 
his front yard. He is 4n aged man and blind. 
On the evening of the day mentioned he was 
walking towards the front gate when he felt a 
sharp blow on the head, He made an outcry 
and received two blows more. The mother of 
Mrs. Stone, who was in the house, heard his 
cry and ran out and told Mrs. Stone, who was 
shelling corn in the kitchen. Mrs. Stone ran 
into the front yard and found her husband in 
a dazed condition. Blood was flowing from 
wounds in his head, but his assailant could 
not be seen. Mrs. Stone led him into the 
house, and after caring for his wounds searched 
the premises for his assailant without result. 
The affair is enveloped in mystery. 

Detectives Put on the Case, 

The old man, afraid of his life, went to a 
town in Iowa where he owned a farm. Mrs. 
Stone remained at home, and a Pinkerton de- 
tective from Chicago was secured to stay at 
the house disguised as a farm hand to work up 
the case, and two other hired men were secured 
to sleep in the house. The morning of June 
5 Mrs. Stone was murdered. It was Sunday 
and Mrs. Stone rose as usual to prepare break- 
fast. Later on the two hired men came down 
from their room and saw Mrs. Stone cooking 
at the stove. They went out todo the chores 
and that was the last they saw of her. 

According to his own story, Ashton, who 
lives near the Stone residence and works the 
farm, came up to the house to get some wa- 
ter atthe well near by. He says that he saw 
Mrs. Stone go out of the house to get some 
corn which she took back into the house. A 
few minutes later he says he went into the shed 
back of the kitchen to get a pail of 
slops and that ne looked into the open door of 
the kitchen and remembers that he did not 
see Mrs. Stone in there shelling corn as he 
had expected to. He wentto the barn with 
the slops and alleges that he never saw Mrs. 
Stone again after he observed her entering the 
house with the corn. 

About fifteen minutes after the time when 
Ashton says he saw Mrs. Stone enter the 
housc her mother, over 80 years old, 
down-stairs. She did not find 
Stone as she expected to in 
the kitchen, and looked around the 
house for her. She called aloud for her 
daughter and the Pinkerton detective came 
down from upstairs. He asked the old lady 
what the matter was, and on being informed 
both began to look for the missing woman. 
The two hired men came up to the house and 
were enlisted in the search. 


Ashton Appears Unconcerned, 


Mrs. Stone could not be found around the 
premises nor at the neighbors’, and in the 
meantime Ashton came up to the house and 
was told that Mrs. Stone was miss- 
ing. He appeared unconcerned and 
said he guessed she was at 
the neighbors’, and being informed that the 
neighbors had been visited he still seemed un- 
concerned and took little interest in the 
search. The others persisted and he at length 
suggested that Mrs. Stone might have falien 
into the cistern in the house. 

To the ‘cistern the searchers went.. Mrs. 
Stone’s mother says that when she came down 
into the kitchen she took hold of the side of 
the sink over the cistern, and she remembers 
that the door of the cupboard over the cis- 
tern was shut as usual, ‘The door that opened 
into this reservoir was under the sink. 
The door itself was only thirteen inches wide 
and about two feet high. Under the sink was 
the opening leading to the cistern. This 
aperture was only 11x16 inches. The 
door that guarded it was fastened 
shut with a sna cate and when 
the searchers entered the kitchen they found 
the door closed. Opening it they found the 
body of Mrs. Stone in the water below. Not 
a mark of any kind, not even ascratch, was 
found. There was no water on the lungs or 
stomach. There was no discoloration, no 
bloating, and in fact none of the appearance 
of death by drowning. 


Was Murdered Most Brutally. 


The Coroner’s jury found that she had been 
murdered most brutally, and that her death 
wae due to acts of violence inflicted on her 
body and submersion in a cistern at the hands 
of some person or persons to the jury un- 
known. The physicians testified that extensive 
contusions were found both above and below 
the collar-bone. The contusions continued 
two or three inches up the neck on the right side 
and about the same distance down the breast. 
The collar-bone was detached from the 
breast-bone, as were also two ribs, 
Tne muscles of the neck on the right side 
showed positive evidence that extreme vio- 
lence had been used in some manner, as all 
the muscles extending down the back of the 
neck were ‘severely contused. These con- 
tusions were plain when the muscles 
were dissected. Innere had been force 
enough used to render her unconscious before 
the body was placed in the cistern. The phy- 
sicians stated that in their opinion she was 
breathing but faintly when she was sub- 
merged, and that but one. or two 

breaths were taken after she 
was under water. This fact was proven 
by the small quantity of water that was found 
in the lun The bronchial tubes were par- 
tiaily filled, but the lungs held scarcely any. 
That she was unconscious when placed in the 
water was plainly shown. That she was unable 
to move after receiving the injury was equally 
certain, That she could crawl through that 
small hole into the cistern after receiving a 
blow that broke several bones was said to be 
im ible. 
Just how Mrs. Stone received such severe 
injuries was not plain. One theory is that 
she was struck with a heavy but soft instru- 
ment. Another was that a person threw her 
down and pressea his knee against her neck 
and chest. Blood would settle and turn black 
on the under side of the skin, ana that is 
exactly what the physicians found to be the 
case

; Possible Motive for the Murder. 


It seems that after old tian Stone was as- 
saulted he took Ashton down-town one day 
and showed him his will. Ashton is Stone’s 
nephew. The will provides Mrs. Stone with 
the use of the old man’s property during her 
life in addition to the third allowed her by law, 
and $2,000 in money at his death. On the 
death of Mrs. Stone all the property was 
to go to Ashton, and several years ago 
old man Stone brought Ashton and his 
wife from Canada and placed him in charge 
of his farm in Fulton, giving Ashton the rent 
of a house near the Stone residence. Stone 
and his wife grew to have the utmost confi- 
dence in Ashton and he was treated like a son. 
Stone’s affairs were almost wholly managed 
by Ashton, because Mr. Stone was old and 
blind and Mrs. Stone was getting old herself. 
To all appearances the affairs of Stone and 
Ashton had bean going smoothly up to the 
time the assault was committed on the old 
man, 

One fact is noteworthy in connection with 
the assault on Stone. After his wife had led 
night of April 5 she 
raised an outcry. The hired men who were 
farther away than Ashton’s house heard the 
cry. Ashton claims that he was working in 
his bara at the time, but heard no cry. 
the proof existing to show that he was in the 
barn when the assault was committed on the 
old man 15 his (Ashton’s) own word. 

Ashton’s case may come up for trial within 
two weeks, but his atturneys said tonight that

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BOYS’ LIFE AMONG THE GYPSIES, 


Harrowing Tale of Cruelty Told by J. T 
Brentlinger’s Son. 

Terre Havre, Ind., Dec. 4.—[Special, }—J. 
T. Brentlinger has returned frum Circleville, 
O., accompanied by his 14-year-old son, kid- 
naped by gypsies in August last. The boy 
was found in charge of a farmernamed John 
Pierce, thirteen miles south of Circleville. 
The father states that Pierce found the boy 
on the road about three weeks ago while re- 
turning home. He was destitute of cloth- 
ing except a pair of trousers, wornout 
shoes, and a ragged overcoat, which answered 
for shirt, vest, and coat. He was taken home 
by Pierce, who furnished him some clothing 
and took every care of him until the arrival of 
Mr. Brentlinger Saturday. The boy is suffer- 
ing from sore eyes, caused, it is supposed, by 
cold caught while sleepmg on the ground dur- 
ing his captivity among the gypsies. He is 
also recovering from a broken leg which he 
received in Louisville by being run over by 
a fire engine. The little fellow appears to be 
intelligent and Tells a harrowing tale of in- 
humanity and merciless treatment received at 
the hands of the gypsies. The first evidence 
of the heartless nature of the wandering horde 
was afew days after their departure from 
near Macksville, west of this city. They 
camped near a small town somewhere in 
illinois, when they took the ropes from his 
hands and feet, tlreatening to kill him if 
he tried to leave them. He was given 
a brush and curry-comb and told to clean a 
horse. He set to work as best he could, but 
every time he made a miss one of the gypsies 
would strike him with a whip and they com- 

led him to continue the work an hour. 

‘rom that time on he was pulled from the 
tent, in which he slept on nothing but straw, 
and made to clean horses from midnight till 
about noon. When a new horse was brought 
to the camp ground he was made to 
comb its tail and mane and brush it until 
every hair laid flat, during which one of the 
men stood over hin with a whip. During the 
time he was with them he never tasted meat 
and little of anything else. They generally 
gave him aslice of bread and a cold potato 
twice a day. About a month after he was 
with them they would often take him to the 
city, where a new grounds was moved to., 
and order him to pick cigar stubs off 
the street and bring them to camp where they 
were washed and dried and used for smoking- 
tobacco. While in Louisville about Oct. 1 he 
was run over by a fire engine. His right leg 
was broken above the knee. He was taken to 
the hospital, but a strict watch was kept on 
him by the gyrsies until he recovered, when 
he was again —— on the road until a small 
town near Circleville was reached, At 
this two of the men got 
into ig over him and one 
called Gypsy Mike struck the boy over 
the head with a whip stock and knocked him 
down. Mike then put the boy into a buggy 
and drove to Circleville, where he was liber- 
ated. The boy says he remained at Circle- 
ville a couple of days and nearly starved, when 
he started out in the country and was picked 
up by Mr. Pierce. 


FLAX MILLS TO BE CONSOLIDATED. 


Minneapolis’ Exposition Building te Be 
Turned Into a Gigantic Factory. 

MinnEAPOLIS, Minn., Dec. 4.— Special. |— 
The mills of the Minneapolis Linen Mill com- 
pany bave never met with the success that was 
anticipated. When the concern began opera- 
tions three years ago the company tried fora 
long time to utilize the native flax product. 
For various reasons this was a failure. Yan- 
kee ingenuity has not yet been able to find a 
method of treating the native flax so as to pro- 
duce a fine article of linen. The company 
tried every known process, but finally had to 
give it up and conffhe its efforts to the pro- 
duction of 1 coarser grade of 
linen, Experience has proven that it costs 
as much to produce a product worth four 
cents a yard as one worth 10 cents. The com- 
pany about a year ago began to manufacture 
from the imported raw material and has made 
a success of it, as far as the excellence of the 
product is concerned. But a new difficulty 
arose. It was found that the plant was not 
extensive enough, either to be run 
economically or to put out 
product large enough to pay ai fair 
dividend ‘on the investment. The management 
found that there were other linen mulls east 
and west that were in the same condition. 
This suggested a combination and negotia- 
tions are nearly concluded looking to the 
combining of several of these plants with the 
Minneapolis concern for the continuation of 
business at Minneapolis. The other two or 
three plants are to be removed to Minneapolis. 
The Exposition Building, where the last 
Republican National convention was heid, 
will be turned into a factory. The con- 
solidated concern will employ about 300 
operatives,

INTERESTING DEVELOPMENTS EX- 
PEOTED AT THE TRIAL TODAY. 


Peculiar Pleadings Offer Opportunities for 
a Theological Student—Indians Take In 


the Bowery, Partake of Fire Water, and 


Finally Land in the Police Court—De- 
tention of La Bretagne Pending Instruc- 
tions from Washington Authorities— 
New York News. a 


New York, Dec. 4.—[ Special.] The trial 
of the Rev. Charles A. Briggs, D. D., on the 
charge of heresy will be resumed tomorrow 
in the Scotch Presbyterian Church at 2 
o’clock. It will continue through the first 
four days of each week so long as shall be 
necessary to conclude it. 

There is a possibility of interesting develop- 
ments tomorrow. The present stage of the 
trial is this: The preliminary objections of 
Prof. Briggs have been disposed of. Charges 
IV. and VII. have been stricken out. It has 
been decided that a separate vote shall be 
taken dy the judicatory on different points 
in a charge, and the scriptural citations are 
to be placed under the charges instead 
of under the specifications, where they figure 
in the indictment of the Prosecuting commit- 
tee. As these are all points for which the ac- 
cused contended, their concession by the suf- 
frages of the judicatory must be regarded as a 
victory for Prof. Briggs and necessarily en- 
courage those who indorse him in the posi- 
tion which he has taken. 

To the formal preferment of these amended 
charges thus recommended Prof. Briggs 
pleaded not guilty at the last session of the 
judicatory. As soon as he entered this plea 
Col. John J. McCook of the Prosecuting com- 
mittee submitted the evidence on which this 
committee, the representatives of the 
Presbyterian Church in the case, relies for 
proof of its charges. This evidence is Prof. 
Briggs’ inaugural address in its first and sec- 
ond edition, which will figure as Exhibit A“ 
and Exhibit B“; all tne works of the ac- 
cused quoted therein im so far as they bear 
upon the case: the whole of the scriptures; 
the whole of the standards, All these things 
were declared by vote to be competent evi- 
dence. Prof. Briggs was then called upon to 
submit his evidence ana protested against 
this until the Prosecuting committee had 
more fully set that evidence forth than by 
merely offering the documents mentioned by 
giving their names. As he said, he was not a 
mind reader, and could not know what the 
Prosecuting committee would bring forward 
from this overwhelming mass. 

Entitled to Knowledge. 

Dr. Booth’s motion to adjourn until Mon- 
day left the matter at this interesting stage, 
and here is where it will be taken up when the 
Judicatory convenes this afternoon. How it 
will be taken up it is impossible to foretell. 
Prof. Briggs seems, in equity, entitled to 
know what he has got to answer before be 
answers anything. In theological seminaries 
of the Roman Catholic Church the most 
brilliant scholastic achievements of thestudent 
who has completed his four years’ course 13 
to undertake adefense of theses which substan- 
tially cover all the matter which the curriculum 
has embraced. Several eminent theological 
professors are selected to attack these theses, 
and they have the right to select any one they 
please. The student who is to show himself 
worthy of the degree of Sacre Thologize Doc- 
tor does not know until he rises to hear the 
objections what points will be attacked. 
Necessarily, therefore, he has to be prepared 
on this enormous body of theology which he 
has spent four years in assimilating. The 
student who acquits himself with success is 
held to have won the highest laurels of theo- 
logical fame. 

It will be seen that the prosecuting commit- 
tee, if it follows the course which has been 
conceded to it by the Judicatory, will put 
Prof. Briggs in the position of one of these 
theological students. Whereas since the 
charges are that he has committed certain 
specific offenses, why, he asks, should he not 
know beforehand what he has to meet in the 
way of proof? 

Can Evade Much, 

The clause “in so far as they bear on the 
case affords a much less skillful master of 
defense than the accused a wide opening for 
evading much that possibly may be brought 
in. The proof on the part of the prosecuting 
committee must consist of a comparison 
between certain extracts from Prof. Briggs’ 
writings, and especially his statements in the 
inaugural address, and passages of the script- 
ures or the standards, which shall show that 
the latter are in contradiction of the former. 
This is what will have to be done when the 
arguments in this trial get down to the merits 
of the case. All the action of both the prose- 
cutor and the defendant up to this point has 
been on technicalities concerning the conduct 
of the case. Today it may be that the case 
will be reached, 

Prof. Briggs has then no reason to regret 
that Dr. Hall is not a member of the court 
which is to try him on the charge of heresy. 

Today's session will probably reveal the 
line of tactics which the Professor will adopt 
when acting in his defense.

But 
Mr. Yerkes does not put all his money into tele- 
scopes. He lives well, furnishes his house lav- 
ishly, and has an eye to paintings far beyond the 
ordinary purse. Moreover Mr. Yerkes has consid- 
eration for his future residence and is not to be 
outdone by Cheops, or Mausolus, or any other 
extravagant ancient. So he has put $50,000 into a 
tomb that will some day welcome him to its hos- 
pitable embrace. This provision sheds quite a 
iuster on Mr. Yerkes’ forethought and shows how 
easy it is to spend money when one has the money 
and the accompanying brilliant ideas. 

Philip D. Armour is a Chicago man who makes 
more money than the aver American citizen 
would know what to do wit But Mr. Armour, 
while a man of simple tastes, with no desire to 
throw money into Lake Michigan for the sole 

urpose of seeing it sink, contrives to disburse 
arge sums yearly for the betterment of the hu- 
man race. Ina public way, excepting the Armour 
mission, kindergarten, dispensary, etc., Mr. 

Armour bas done little as yet to immortalize 

himself among the great benefactors, but his list 

of private charities isa long one. Many a boy 
has he helped through school and college, and 
many a poor family has he relieved from distress. 

His personal appearance is that of a man who is 

in close contact with the good things of life, and 

a glance at his home shows that he knows how to 

spend money for the comfort of his family and 

for the gratification of the better tastes.

Justice Hogan 
concluded to be lenient and discharghed both 
prisoners with a lecture on the advantage of 
sobriety. To this admonition they made no 
reply other than “Ugh! Ugh!’’ and stalked 
out of court as stolidly as only a red man 
can. 


BERNALES’ METEORIC CAREER, 


Said That He Is the “ Wells” Arrested at 
Havre, but This Is Disputed. 

New Yorx, Dec. 4.—[{Special. ]}—The arrest 
in Havre, France, of C. H. Wells, a notorious 
adventurer, on the charge of swindling a large 
number of people with the pretense that he 
had an infallible system of breaking the bank 
at Monte Carlo, has caused intense joy among 
his victims. The C. H. Wells who did the 
gambiing at Monaco and who wrote the book, 
“How to Win at Monte Carlo.“ 
is generally recognized by New York 
devotees of the green cloth as 
Manuel Edgar Albo de Bernales, late of Wall 
street. There is no intention of intimating 
that the C. H. Wells now arrested is Mr. de 
Bernales. English journals hint that the two 
Wells are the same, but those-who know Mr. 
de Bernales best deny it most emphatically. 

Manuel Edgar Albo de Bernales is a sort of 
American Englishman of Spanish descent. 
He came to this age | ten years 1 It is 
said that he then h $400,000. e repre- 
sented the Manchester Fire Reinsurance com- 
pany. Its business was to reel out 
risks among other companies. In order to 
get a standing Mr. de Bernales bought the 
stock of the Iriving Insurance company, and 
sold the control of it to his London back- 
ers. He was elected President of the 
concern and it began to do a big busi- 
ness if not a profitable one. He became a 
member of the New York Athletic club and a 
habitue of the New York club. He bought a 
fine house No. 113 East Thirty-eighth street 
and a country residence at Patchogue, L. I. 
putting both in the name of his wife, who had 
been a Miss Belden, daughter of a 
cattle king. By and by the insurance 
company was declared insolvent. This M. de 
Beruales always said was prompted by malice. 
The stockholders of the company, when the 
assets were divided, received about $80 per 
share, twice as much as the shares were worth 
before De Bernales took hold. 

The most brilliant feat of De Bernales was 
the establishment of the Exchange club at No. 
67 New street in the winter of 1886-87. It 
was a proprietary club—that is De Bernales 
owned it and the members put up 
the money. He. managed to secure 
a membership of 500. Commodore 
James D. Smith, President of the Stock Ex- 
change, was President of the club, and the 
members were all distinguished people. De 
Bernales ascertained how many waiters Del- 
monico allowed to a dozen guests, 
and then muitiplied the waiters by two. 
They were arrayed in fine uniforms, and 
it was found lived on canvass-back duck and 
the club’s champagne. It was a maynificent 
club, but not profitable. De Beruales has sold 
club benfis like hot cakes, One day the inter- 
est fell dve and there was notany more money 
to pay it. The committees and boards fell out 
with the proprietors’ association, which was De 
Bernales, .and members began to drop 
away. During his career in New York he lost 
his fortune and his houses and was almost 
penniless. Decidingto go to Paris and re- 
coup himself during the exposition there, he 
departed as agent for several breweries and 
one or two patents. 

He had always said that he could win money 
at Monte Carlo. He refused, as a rule, to 
play in the gambling-houses of this 
country because, he said, their games 
were not square.“ His losses were in- 
variably to gentlemen in clubs. A certain 
Judge, well known as a connoisseur at bac- 
carat, has $15,000 that once belonged to De 
Bernales. The Judge staid sober longer than 
his opponent and, of course, triumphed. 

By his system De Bernales asserted he 
could only win where the stakes were high 
and where the play was honest, and these re-

NEWS NOTES OF THE METROPOLIS. 


Detention of the Steamer La Bretagne 
Pending Instructions, 

New York, Dec. 4.— Special. |}—The French 
line steamship La Bretagne, which arrived 
today from Havre, is detained in the bay 
pending the receipt of instructions from 
Washington. The vessel has 723 passengers 
on board. Of this number 570 are in 
the steerage. Agents of the line do not 
think the twenty day detention clause, 
directed against ships from European ports 
having im migrants on board, will be enforced 
in the case of La Bretagne. It is said her de- 
tention is simply due to the neglect of the 
agents to obtain the clearance from Washing- 
ton before her arrival in port. The vessel 
underwent a short detention in quarantine, 
but as soon as it was cleared b 
officer a revenue cutter went 
ordered Capt. Collier to anchor in the stream 
until permission had been obtained from 
Washington for the vessel to go alongside 
her pier. It was reported today an al- 
leged false report as to the nationality of the 
steerage passengers, said to have been made 
by Capt. Collier on his last trip tothis port 
for the purpose of evading the law, was the 
real cause of the vessel’s detention. This was 
denied by the customs officers, who said they 
were simply complying with the regulations 
of the Treasury Department and had received 
no special instructions regarding this particu- 
lar vessel.

SAYS THE BIBLE 18 BUT AN ALLEGORY. 
Prof. Chaney, Astronomer and Astrologer, 
Lectures on the Scriptures and Zodiac, 

Prof. W. H. Chaney, announced as an as- 
tronomer and astrologer, lectured yesterday 
afternoon at No. 517 West Madison street on 
the first chapter of Re ion, or the Second 
Coming of Christ. He a map of the 
heavens on canvas to illustrate and explain 


his argument, 

He started in with the proposition that 
there never was a Christ, or 4 Moses, or an 
Abraham for that matter, and therefore his 
second coming whether as God or man was 
im possible. The Bible he regarded as a sub- 
lime and poetic allegory of the heavens and 
all its prophecies and deifications were but 
symbolic of the signs of the zodiac. Christ 
was but 4 reunification of the sun, the 
source of Iifegivi power, and therefore 
was represented with a mimbus around his 
head. Jesu and the Queen of Heaven, or the 
Virgin mother, were known to. the ancients 
— years before the Christian era. The 
character and mission of Christ as described 
in the Bible were beautifully told, the pro- 
fessor says, in the procession of the zodiacal 
constellation, and therein couid be found the 
only sense or meaning in the story. The holy 
scriptures, like all ancient religious writings, 
were symbolical, and all their gods and god- 
desses were mythi Hebrews only 
borrowed their divinities from the Chinese 
and Indjans. The term gudiac means a circle 
of beasts, and as other constellations rise 
Aries, the lamb, ‘disappéars, and hence came 
the promise of the b of God. ceming 
at a future time into the world. 
Moses substituted Aries, the Ma for Taurus 
the bull, in the heavens, but the brews did 
made a calf for them- 
seh N — of ge — tell- 
ing them calf, should wors no 
more, and that the Lamb of God was to come 
in great power and glory. The Bible as inter- 
preted by astronomy iw most beautiful and 
sublime, but the modern interpretation of it 
is brutal as well as ridiculous, and belongs to 
the age of infant damnation. From Genesis 
to Revelation, and ineluiing both, the entire 
scriptures are but symbolic of the constella- 
tions which the ancients typified by the forms 
of beasts. : 

When Prof. Chaney’s hour was up he was 
replied to by a Mr. Morgan, a Freethinker, 
and Mrs. Elizabeth Galbraith. The latter 
scored the professor and his pictured map of 
the zodiac pretty hard, and regretted that any

How That Section Was Crippled by the 


Civil War, 
Engineering Magazine: In 1860 the as

$5,200,000,0U0 ous of a total $12,000,000,000 in 
the entire country, or 44 per cent. In ten 
years there was a startling change. In 1870 
the South had only $3,000,000,000 of assessed 
value, wnile the total for the whole country 
was $14,170.000,000. While the South grew 
poorer the North and West grew richer as 
never before. In 1860 the assessed value of 
property in Massachusetts was 777, 180,000, as 
compared with $5,200,000,000 in the South; in 
1870 Massachusetts had $1,590,000,000 of prop- 
erty and the South , 000, 000, 000. | 

Such was the poverty of the South that the 
one State listed for taxes more than one-half 
as much property as the fourteen States of 
that section could show. The assessed value 
of property in New York and Pennsylvania 
alone in 1870 was greater than in the le 
South. South Carolina, which in 1860 had 
been third in rank in wealth in proportion to 
the number of her inhabitants, had dropped 
to be the thirtieth; Georgia had stopped. 
from the seventh to the thirty-ninth; 
sippi from the fourth place to the thirty- 
fourth, Alabama from the eleventh to the 
forty-fourth, Kentucky from tenth to twenty- 
eighth, and the other Southern States had 
gone down in the same way, while thé Nortb- 
ern and Western States had steadily increased 
in wealth. a 

In 1860 the assessed value of property in 
South Carolina, according to the census, was 
$498,000,000, while the combined values in 
Rhode Island and New Jersey agzregated 
$421,000,000, or $68,000,000 less than uth 
Carolina. Of course, the true value is always 
greater than the assessed value. In 1870 the 
combined values in Rhode Island and New 
Jersey amounted to $868,000,000, and the value 
in South Carolina was $183,000,000. 

Thus while South Carolina had $68,000,000 
more assessed property in 1860 than these 
two States, in 1870 their wealth exceeded 
South Carolina’s by $685,000,000. Notwith- 
standing the mighty industrial advance in the 
South during the last ten years, the building

American Railways Rose on Receipt of 
News of Gould’s Death.

The leading feature was a heavy drop 
in South American securities on a telegram 
from Buenos Ayres saying that the Finance 
Minister’s statement to the President fore- 
shadowed a default of the nation. Argentine 
fell 36. Brazilian , and Uruguayan 1 point. 
Reports in regard to Trustees Industrial 
and Investment corporation depressed the 
market generally at the end of the week. 
It was rumored several lawsyits were 
1m pending againet the corporation. 
British colonial and Indian funds were 
slightly gher.

Investors still hold aloof, the majority 
of the trahsrctions being merely gambling 
operations between Boursiers. Men compe- 
tent to judge are of the opinion that a con- 
tinuapce of the recent violent changes of gov- 
ernment will have a serious effect upon the 
trade of France, which has not been in fiour- 
ishing condition fora long time and is now 
almost at a standstill. Unless the outlook im- 
proves soon failures in many quarters are in- 
evitable.
